Ono of the seven legialatiTO pro- 
posals made by the Kentuoky Child- 
ren's Code Commission of whioh Mrs. 
Stanley F. Reed, of this olty. Is a mem- 
ber, to the Qovernor and Oeneral As- 
sembly calls for the enactment of an 
adult probation law such as Is now In 
street In all but thirteen of the Amer- 
ican states. 

"We have probation in tlie Juvenile 
courts, and a slight ai>|jroach to it in 
other courts," said .Miss Frances In- 
gram, of IxJUlHvllle, chairman of the 
commission. In commenting on the 
ri'comtnendalion, "Hut we still lacck 
a real prohatlon system, for adulls as 
well its children, and j)rol)ation offl- 
cerH duly qualified are the very heart 
and soul of such a system. The pro- 
posed act provided for the app(;int- 
ment of probation ofllcers In any court 
In the discretion of the Judges and 
proscribes their powers and duties. 
.Many Judges In Kentucky have ex- 
pressed themselves aa being handicap- 
ped in their work by not having at 
their disposal the services of proba- 
tion ofllcers. 

"There is much misunderstanding 
as to the meaning o flhe pr(>l)alion, ' 
.Miss Ingrain continued "I'rolialion is 
the method liy wliich llie loijiinnnity. 
thromjli its courts, seeks to supervise 
discipline, and reform offemlers with- 
out im|iris<inini; Iliem. It is used 
especially for yoniig or first offend- 
ers and others not hardened In vice 
or crime. Adults found guilty, or 
children adjudged delinquent or in 
need o fthe oaro, protection or discip- 
line of tho state, are, after investiga- 
tion by the probation officer, condi- 
tionally given their liberty, usually 
under suspension of sentence, and ^re 
placed under the authoritative, help- 
ful oversight of a man or woman at- 
tached to the court In tho capacity of 
probation officer. 

"The greatest need of the Juvenile 
courts In Kentucky is more and better 
qualified proliaiion offlcers. Salaries 
are entirely inade.inate Adult proba- 
tion, when iiroperly n-e.l. is same and 
succoeSBful and lias become' as iinpor- 
tant and valuable a part o filie cor- 
rectional gystetn in states like New 
York, Massnclnisetls and New .lersey. 
as have the state reformatories. 
Judges son safely be entrusted will) 
the power conferred by the jiropospd 
adult probation law for Kentucky. The 
appointment of probation officers 
would be in the discretion- of the 
Judges, salaries to be determined by 
the city or oounty boards. Their ap 
polnfment in courts handling family 
cases, such as non-support desertion 
and divorce, would secure the most 
Important feature of the so-called do- 
mestic relations oourte."

"Open doora" waa the gmeral theme 
of the massage delivorsd by Dr. Har- 
mon at the Elfst M. B. Church, South, 
laat OTOning. Ho read from the third 
chapter of Revelation, and chose as 
his text part of the eighth verse. "Bo- 
hold, I have set before thee an open 
doon and no man can shut it." An open 
door Inviting entrance is the door 
of christian privilege, or of personal 
salvation. It Is ImposBlble lo stand 
Btlll In christian experiein e, fcjj; tho 
law of Rrowlh Is active spiritually, as 
well as physically, and lack of prog- 
ress produces stagnation. Church at- 
tendance Is too frequently regarded as 
"respectable" and Or. Harmon urged 
that christians must regard tho 
church as a great army tor flgbtinf; 
evil and saving men. He attributed the 
lack of Joyousnesa in religion in many 
people to their hoTing Just enough 
religion to make them miserable in 
their attempt to keep their clutch on 
both the chnreh and the world. 

Dr. Harmon made • heart-stirring 
appeal to parenta by presenting to 
them tho open door for the salvation 
of their children. There Is no Rreater 
responsibility than that of parent- 
hood, parents who would be true to 
Ood's principles In rearing children in 
an age that Is pleasure mad. frlvolil> 
mad, eating mad, luxury mad Father- 
and mothers by molding chnracter .ire 
making destiny. Ke plead for tra'n 
inc by precept and examnie. sho'.M. 
•lirough a guiding hand, and h" ini 
1)eart. He contrasted Abraham, who 
directed his family, with Dnv<d whose 
iieart was broken by his wayward son, 
Absalom.

POPE'S FONERAl 
TENTATIVELY SET 
FORJEONESDAY 

Pope BenedJct^s Reqaest That His 
Body Not Be Embalmed Is Car. 
rled Ont^onelave May Opea 
On February Second. 

Rome, Jan. 23. — Tho interment of 
Benedict XV. has been tenutively 
fixed for Wednesday afternoon. The 
body will He hi sUte in th« baalica 
and 8t Peter's only a day and a half 
more, aooording to the present plans. 
Benedit's wish not to be embalmed 
necessitates departure from the cus- 
tom that the Pope's body lie In state 
for three days. 

Kinal decision will h,. taken on this 
question Wednesday morning, but the 
present view of the Vatican is that it 
will be impossible to keep the body cx- 
poied lieyond Wednesday afternoon. 
Tile slatenient also was made toniRhl, 
l)Ut not ollicially, tl]at tlie (iiirin would 
be closed « Ithin a few hours, and that 
thus the usual ceremony of worship- 
ers filing past klBslttg the uncovered 
foot of the dead Pope would bo elim- 
inated. 

The -moving of the body from < the 
throne room to the basilica this morn- 
ing waa the occasion of an Imposing 
ceremony. The bier was held shoul- 
der high by ushers clad in costumes 
of scarlet flanked by Noble Otmrds. 
The Sacred College followed, headed 
by the dean. Cardinal Vannutplli, each 
taking his position according to his 
rank. Cardinal Gasparrl walked a 
co'vdderable distance behind the dean, 
althmmh oe< u!)yinc the post of Cam- 
erlingo, or bead of the Roman church, 
during the interragniim. 

On entering the main door of St. 
Teter's, tho funeral oarty was re- 
ceived by the cleryy in the great basil- 
ica, who escorted the cortege down the 
main central aisle lu a iiosition In the 
center of the church jii-il opposite the 
statue of St Peter. There absolution 
took place. The bier then was raised 
alcft and was passed Into the Chapel 
of the Holy Sacrament where the 
public can view the body through the 
immense iron gates. 

A consistory, .under the Presidency 
of Cardinal Oasparri. met this eve- 
ning and declded-"deftntely on Feb- 
ruary 2 as the time of the opening of 
the conclave to eleot a Successor to 
Pope Ilenedlct.

The truth is that owing to demoralized industrial and tinnnciai 
conditions in Europe, p;inieularly the fall in exchange, no Uriff will 
be protective which is not much higher than any that would have 
been necessary a few years ago. 

It is the duty and obligation of the majority in Congress to estal- 
li^h a tariff on aU articles of geenral American production equal to 
the difference in labor cost at home and abroad, expressed in terms 
Of American money. Any tariff short of this, whether it be five per 
cent, or a thousand per cent., will be futile because non protective. 

Enemies of the protective policy, representing not only the 
doctrinaire opposition to protection in theory but certain merchan- 
dising and financial interests which arc williner to fatten on the very 
corpse of American industry, have all too long delayed the fulfill- 
ment 0 fthe Republican platform pledge of a protective tariff. Mean- 
whUe the blight of industrial paralysis has deepened. Tlie .shelves 
of American stores are crowded with foreign-made goods, but the 
wheels in American facoriea are idle, and will remain idle until 
something is done to stop the intindation of the American market 
with foreign commodities. 

There are thos who parrot the old free trade phrases about what- 
ever protective duty is imposed being added to the price. That soph- 
istry has been thoroughly discredited by the events of the past few- 
years. Giving the importers and foreign producers control of th.- 
American marlcet does not mean that the .iVmericau consumer will be 
enabled to buy cheaply. It merely means that the importer will suf 
ftciently undersell the American producer to put him out of businesK 
eliminating domestic competition and making the purchasers of this 
country permanently the victims of alien exploitation. 

No man in or out of Congress who believes that American indus- 
try should not be protected from unfair competition with alien pro- 
duction based upon starvation wages and a standard of living that 
could be established here only through the very destruction of our 
civilization, is neither a good Republican or a sound American. 

Unless the tariff is high enough to equalize production costs, al. 
most entirely labor costs, at home and abroad, it. is not a protective 
tariff. Unless a proteotive tariff be edopted American industry is 
doomed to such further set backs in 1922 that the army of the unem- 
ployed will grow rather than diminish. If such a situation be brought 
about through a betrayal, 1>.\ Heged R<'publicans, of the cause of 
protection, the consequeno- will not merely be Republican defeat, 
but what is far worse than that, liepublican disgrace through repudi- 
ation of pledges an dthe abandonment of a policy that ha.s been fund- 
amental in Republicanism sincce the founding of the party. — Na- 
tional Republican.
